Report of the New Orleans 
Grand Jury. 


The Lynchers Are Not Indicted, but 
Are Virtually Exonerated. 


Evils of the Murderous Mafia De- 


: scribed in Glowing Language. 


Exposure of the Rottenness in the 
City’s Courts and Officials—In- 
dictments Found Against 
the Jury-~-bribers. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, May 5.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] After six weeks’ in- 
vestigation the graud jury completed 
its labors in the Italian case aud this 
afternoon presented a voluminous re- 
port to Judge Marr. The report recites 
the killing of Chief of Police Hen- 
nessy, the trial of the Italians, etc., 


and, referring to the verdict rendered, 
says: 


We cannot be mistaken in the assertion 
that the verdict was startling, amazing, a 
bittet disappointment, shocking to public 
opinion, provoking the repeated accusation 


that some of the jury bad been unfaithful 
to their office. 


The report goes on at considerable 
length to speak of the comments made 
on every side before the termination of 
the trial touching the action of some 
members of the jury; the remarks 
dropped in and about the court room; 
the quarrel in the jury room, etc. It 
continues: 


Careful observers testify with special re- 
ference to the marked inattention of the 
jury as the witnesses submitted thejr evi- 
dence—conduct most uadecoming and 
fraught with the gravest consequences 
when the momentous import of the issue 16 
considered. Weare led to conclude that 
the jury undertook to try the case when 
it was submitted by their own estimates of 
the value of the statements made by parties 
not called as witnesses. With strange 
unanimity they dwelt upon what they 
Knew, by readiug and hearsay, of certain 
incidents of the assassination, prior to the 
trial, and made those the basis of powerful 
persuasion for giving the accused the ben- 
efit of the doubt dnd concluding their delib- 
erations in their favor. We tuke occasion 
to Say that it was not expected to obtain 
any evidence of undue influence from 
members of the jury; for those who 
Were uncorrupted nad nothing to reveal, 
while the others would not make them- 
scives purticeps criminis; yet, in their 
numerous statements much was obtained 
haviog direct connection with and sup- 
ported by the great volume of testimony 
elicited during the course of the inquiry. 
INDICATIONS OF BRIBERY. 

It is cleariy brought out by the evidence 
of the jurors thatas affecting three of the 
accused, Politez, Scaifedi and! Monasterio, 
the jury engaged in deliberation four or 
five hours, and, on repeated ballots, stood 
six for guiity and six tor not guilty. This 
is a clearly defined indication of the con- 
viction of the jury as to three of the ac- 
cused. It ferces the conclusion that 
the evidence was sufficient to justify 
six jurors who stood resolute and 
determined for a verdict of guilty, 
making it well nigh impossible to reach 
any other conclusion thau a mi8trial. The 
turee accused named above, were probably 
unwilling actors designated by the leaders 
of the conspiracy, to execute the villainous 
partof which they had. neither personal 
motives nor interest. Following this in- 
vestigation, it was quickly learned that 
talesmen had been approached in various 
manners, the vile work even being carried 
forward in the court room during the trial, 
One favored expression was that 
“big money might be made by | oing 
on the jury and doing right.” There 
is no doubt such attempts were made by 
various parties in the service of the defense, 
and they were entertained N some tales- 
men and scornfully rejected by others. In 
some instances a rebuff was met with the 
auswer that it was a joke, but surely it was 
a well-directed joke of deep significance, 
when the leading part is enacted by the 
counsel of one ot the accused awaiting trial, 
now under an indictment for attempt- 
ing to bribe a juror. Another class 
of talesmen took special care to 
deny any knowledge of the vile work, or 
showed a remarkable deficiency of memory, 
causivg us to conelude that they were silent 
from fear, or bad been cautioned about in- 
eriminating any one.

A RIVER EXPERIMENT. 
A novel and rather expensive experiment 
was tried at the suggestion of Superintend- 
ent Bassett.on the Coast Division of the 
Southern Pacific during the past six months 
and has proven a success, says the San 
Francisco Cali. Atapoint on the line to 
Monterey, about midway between Castro- 
ville and the first mentioned place, the 
Salinas River crosses the track, and its 
swift current during the rainy season has 
deen a source of considerable trouble to 
those whose duty it is to keep the roadbed 
in good condition. A sbarp bend in the 
river strengthened the current and a short 
time before the rains of the winter a system 
of wing-dam piling was commenced. By 
this method the piles were so driven as to 
straighten the channel and greatly diminish 
the force of the water, thus preventing the 
river from undermining the railway ap- 
proaches. During the rains of the winter 
thetracks at this point suffered nothing 
from high water, and it is the verdict that 
the $30,000 used on the work was well ex- 
pended.

TO BE BROUGHT TO THIS CITY. 


Smooth Citizen Last Evon- 
ing—How tho “Claw” 
Was Found. 


Ex- Justice of the Peace W. C. Lock wood, 
who has been playing with the courts, tho 
District Attorney’s office and the abe a3-. 
sistants to the High Sheriff of this county 
for over a year past, and has silpaed 
through the clutches of more than one 
jury that swore collectively and individ- 
ually to deal with him according to his just 
deserts, is again in the clutches of the law 
and will probably be landed in the County 
Jail-on the hill inside of forty-eight hours, 
unless he is again bailed out and again 
given achance to play the sinooth citizen 
act over again. 8 

Lock wood was captured in Oakland yes- 
terday morning, and the authorities here 
were asked by wire it he is wanted, on any 
criminal charge. A reply to the effeet that 
the smoothest of the family of smuoth citi- 
zens who call Los Angeles thelc ome, le 
very much wanted, and the kecpers of the 
peace of Alameda county were requested to 
hold the A of the peace until an 
oflicer from this county can call for him. 

Lock wood’s juggiing of the 
reau ot the Sheriif’s office and his little joke 
on the public prosecuting wing of the 
county government, when he returned froin 
St. Louis, Mo., with bogus depositions, ate 
yet green in the minds of the public, aud 
repetition is unnecessary. 

As soon as the case which hung on the 
depositions that detective Kussell was sent 
to St. Louis to gat, and didn’t gat 
Lock wood aud his friend,“ Mrs. Foster, Were 
too smooth for him, was dismissed for waut 
of connecting links in law.

The supervisors held that they had 
that right, and so holding hired Aaron 
Smith to act as a member of the third 
house. 

Tue Times questioned the right and 
the policy of the supervisors in this 
regard, and criticised their actions. 
Their plea in defense was that im- 
portant measures, including anti- 
county division, required and justified 
the employment of. Smith; and they 
alleged that numerous prominent citi- 
zens, not named, had requested them 
to take the course which had been 
brought into question, and also that 
the members of the Legislature from 
this city, Messrs. Carpenter, Mathews 
and Marion, had sent them a dispatch 
requesting that the services of Mr.

The President in the Web- 
| foot State. 


Receptions and Speeches in Several of 
the Larger Cities.

Gov. Pennoyer Makes Amends for His 
Recent Bad Break. 


Portland Gives the President a 
Rousing Welcome in Spite of 

a Rainstorm—Off for 

Tacoma. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

PORTLAND (Or.,) May 5.—[By tho 
Associated Press.] The early part of 
the journey of the Prosident and party 
into Oregon today was made in a 
steady fall of rain, varying from a driz- 
zle to a light storm. This did not, 
however, seem to dampen the enthusi- 
asm of the inhabitants, and they: paid 
the Chief Magistrate every possible 
honor at every place visited. 

A large erowd, including Grand 
Army men and militia, were assembled 
at Eugene to greet the President, but 


i their preparations went for naught, as 


he was fast asleep in his car when the 
train atrived. 

At Albany, which was reached at 
8 o’clock, the President and all mem- 
bers of his party were on the rear plat- 
‘form of the observation car, and gave 
‘a hearty response to the enthusiastic 
‘greeting of the people, The cadats of 
the Carvallis Agricultural College were 
drawn up inline atthe station, and 


formed part of the reception commit- | 


tee. The Mayor of the city introduced 
the President, who made a short ad- 
dress. vate: 


The Presideut in his speech said: 

My felluw-citizens: It gives me great 
pleasure to see you, and have t y by 

our presence here this wet morning of the 

nterest you take inthis little party of 
strangers, that are pausing only a moment 
in your midst. Wulle I regret the inclem- 
ency of the morning, 1 have. been thinking 
that, after all, there isa sort of instructive 
moral, force in uncertainty of weather, 
which our friends in Southern California do 
not — 2 How can a boy or young woman 
be well trained in self-denial and resigna- 
tion who does not know what it is to have a 
picnic or picnic dress spoiled by a shower, 
‘or some fishing excursion by a storm? 

The President then introduced Post- 
master-General Wanamaker and Secre- 
tary Rusk, each of whum made a short 
speech; the latter addressing himself 
particularly to the agricultural cadets. 

The visit to Salem was the principal 
event of the forenoon. The President 
and party arrived at 9 o’clock and re- 
mained a little over an hour. It rained 
nearly all the time, and interfered 
somewhat with the programme. The 
local militia, G. A. R. posts and people 
generally were out in force, and gave 
the distinguished visitors a royal re- 
ception with booming cannon and mar- 
tial music. There was a slight delay 
owing to the absence of the Governor 
ot the State. The Mayor procured 
carriages, and after a short absence 
returned with the Governor, and these 
two gentlemen were the first on board 
the Presidential train. They were re- 
ceived by Marshal Ramsdell and pre- 
bentéd to the President and other 
members of the party.

not have prolonged your stay within our 
borders in order to visit other portions of 
our State notembraced in your itinerary. I 
assure you that you would have recsived in 
all localities from the mountains to the sea 
the most hospitable greetings of our yeo- 
manry. Mr. President, the people of this 
commonwealth congratulate you upon the 
feeling of national amity everywhere mani- 
' fested upon your journey, and it is their 
earnest prayer thatthe spirit of concord, 
now happily existing among the people of 
our whole country, may remain undisturbed 
throughout the remainder of your adminis- 
tration snd for unnumbered cycles yet to 
come. Again, 1 assure you that Oregon 
extends to youa generous, heartfelt wel- 
come. 
IHE PRESIDENT’S RESPONSE. 
The President responded as follows: 
_ Gov. Pennoyer, Mr. Mayor and fellow 
citizens: It is very pleasant to be assured 
dy these kindly words which have been 
spoken by the Governor of this State, ana 
by the chief officer of this municipality, 
that we are welcome to the State of Uregon 
and to the city of Salem. I find here, as I 
have.found elsewhere, that these cordial 
words of welcome are repeated with in- 
creaséd emphasis by the kindly faces of 
those who assembled te greet us. I am 
ad that here, as elsewhere. we look into 
the faces of happy, prosperous, contented, 
liberty-loving, patriotic American citizens. 
[Applause.] Our birthright, the wise an- 
ticipation of those who = formed 
our Government, our national and constitu- 
tional organization, which has repeated 
itself’ in all States of the Union; this 
wholesome and just division of power be- 
tween the three great independent codrdi- 
nate branches of the Government, the ex- 
ecutive, legislative and judicial, has 
already demonstrated that what seems to 
the nations of Europe to be a complicated 
and jaigling system, produces in fact the 
most perfect harmony and the most com- 
plete and satisfactory organization for 
‘social order and for national strength. We 
stand here today in one of these halle set 
apart to the law-making body of your 
State. Those who meet dere are 
chosen by your suffrages. ‘They come here 
as representatives to enact into laws those 
views of public guestions which have met 
the sanction of the majority of your people 
expressed in an orderly and hovest way at 
abe ballot box. 1 hope it may be always 
found to be true of Oregon that your legis- 
lative body is a representative body; that 
coming from the people its service is conse- 
crated to the people, and the purpose of its 
creation is attained by giving to the well- 
ordered and well-disposed the largest lib- 
erty, by curbing by wholesome laws the ll - 
disposed and lawiess, aud providing by 
economic methods for the public needs. 
The judiciary, that comes nextin our sys- 
tem, aud notably the Supreme Court of the 
. States, has continued to retain. the 
confidence of the people of the 
whole country. The duty. of the 
Executive is to administer the law. 
The military power is lodged with him un- 
der constitutional limitations, [He does not 
frame statutes though in most States gud 
under our National Governinént the veto 
power is lodged in him with a view to se- 
cure the reconsonsideration of any particu- 
lar measure. But the public executive ofli- 
cer has one plain duty. It is to enforce the 
jaws with kindness aod forbearance, but 
‘with promptness and inexorable decision 
(¢heers). He may not choose what laws he 
will énforce any more tban the citizen may

those ner things — piety, pure 


homes and orderly communities. Applause. 
But above all this State pride, over all our 
rejoicings in the advantages which are 
about us in our respective States, we 
look with greater pride; we look to that 


greater arch of the Government that unites 


these States and makes of them ali one 
creat Union. [Cheers.} But. my fellow- 
citizens, difficuities, I see, are interposed 
between us and the train whichis scheduled 
to ep pretty soon. Difficulties growing 
out of the presence of this friendly multi- 
tude warn me to hurry these remarks toa 
speedy close. I beg again most profoundly 
to thank you for this evidence of your re- 
spect; this evidence of your love for the 
institutions of our common country.

Just before leaving Salem the Citi- 
zen’s Committee from Portland headed 
by Georgo Williams and including B. 
Goldsmith, chairman of the State 
Democratic Committee, waited on the 
Prosident and said they would escort 
him to Portland. 

A short stop was made at Chemawa 
where the President received the pu- 
pils of the Indian Training school. In 
a short speech he said: 

All the purposes of the Government to- 
ward you und your people are benevolent 
and friendly. Itis our wish that you may 
become such a people as your neighbors are 
—industrious, kindly, peaceful and self-re- 
specting. Everything I can do to promote 
this etrd will be gladly done. 

RECEPTION AT OREGON CITY. 

Nowhere has the President received 
amore cordial greeting than was ac- 
corded him by the pioneers and army 


voterans at Oregon City. The Mayor 
of the city delivered an address of 
hearty welcome and closed by calling 
for three cheers for the esident. 
Thoy were given with vim. The Pres- 
ident made an address in which he 
said: 

The interesting story of the early settle- 
ment of Oregon and the interpational con- 
test which for some time threatened inter- 
national war, is fresh in the minds of these 
pioneers, and 1 am sure is taught these 
children of your public schools. The. work 
of those who set up the American flag here, 
and who secured to this fertile 
region is worthy of ention, and 
honorable commemoration by this genera- 
tion. Your State has added another to that 
succession of kindly greetings which began 
when we left the national capital. We 
have come out of a land of irrigation and 
roses into this land where the Lord takes 
care of the crops [laughter and applause, | 
and this dependence upon the seasons is 
not without its instructive moral influence. 
To the pioneers, to those who have entered 
here to labor for the inheritance to be left 
by them to these children, and to these com- 
rades of the Grand Army, I give my most 
hearty greeting. [Cheers. | 

ARRIVAL AT PORTLAND. 

The Presidential party arrived at 
Portland at noon. All steamboats in 


the harbor blew their whistles lustily 


and a salute of twenty-one guns was 


fired when the Presidential train ap- 
peared. Members of the Legislative 
Committee hurried to the rear of the 
Presidential train, and when he came 
out ex-United Stetes Attorney-General 
Williams introduced him to Mayor de 
Lashmutt. The Presidential party 


then entered carriages and crossed the 


Morrison-street bridge into Portland 
escorted by the Marine band, Sheridan 
Cavalry Company and Grand Army, 
amid the booming of cannons and 
tooting of whistles. Twenty thou- 
sand people were waiting at 
the Portland approach to the 
bridge, and when the Presidential 
carriage reached this side a mighty 
cheer went up. The crowd immedi- 
ately fell in behind the Presidential 
carriage and cheered until hoarse. A 
slight rain whieh was falling when the 
President reached Portland soon 
turned into a heavy rain, but did not 
interfere with the formation of the 
parade. Over 4000 men were in line, 
which consisted of the entire garrison 
at Vaucouver barracks, the First 
Regiment, O. N. G., cadets of the 
Bishop Military Academy, Grand 
Army, civic societies and firemen. 
After marching about the city for two 
hours the parade moved down Sixth 


street and was reviewed by the Presi- be 


dent. 

In the afternoon there was a general 
suspension of business. President Har- 
rison beld a short reception at the 
hotel to members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and Loyal 
Legion. At4o’clock acable car, dec- 
orated with evergreens. bunting and 
flowers, was placed at the disposal of 
the Presidential party,and they were 
taken to Portland Heights and had 
pointed out to them the different 
points of interest from that command- 
ing view of the city. 

Postmaster-General Wanamaker paid 
a visit to the postoffice during the after- 
boon, 


Fully 10,000 people: gathered in the 
industrial fair building this evening 
where a reception to President Har- 
rison was: held. The interior of the 
building was elaborately decorated. 
The President was introduced to the 
assemblage by Mayor de Lashmutt in 
a brief address of welcome. In ro- 
sponse the President said: , 

Mr. Mayor and fellow-citizens: No 
more gorgeous, inspiring scene than this has 
been presented to our eyes in this wonder- 
ful series of receptions which have been 
extended to us on our journey. This State 
is interesting in its history. The establish- 
mentof the authority of the United States 
over this region was an important event in 
our national history, The possession of the 
Columbia and of Puget Sound was essential 
to the completeness and soundness of our 
empire. We havo bere in this bolt of States 
reaching from the Gulf of California 
to the Straits of Fuca a magnificent 
possession which we could not dispense 
with at all. [Cheers.] The remoteness of 
Oregon from the older settled States delayed 
the development of this great country of 
yours, but now you are beginning to re- 
ceive from an impartial and beneficent Gov- 
ernment that attention you well deserve. 
[Cheers.] This river of yours should be 
made sate and deep so that the waiting com- 
merce May come without obstruction to your 
wharves. [Cheers.] Looking out as you do 
toward the regions across the Pacific, it 
would be natural that this important center 
should draw from them and exchange with 
them. lam in entire sympathy with the 
suggestion of the Mayor that it is important 
that this commerce be carried in American: 
ships. [Cheers.] A faw days ago when 1 
sailed in the harbor of San Francisco I saw 
three great deep-water ships come into that 
port. One carried the flag of Hawall and 
two the English flag. None bore at the 
masthead the Stare and Stripes. 1 
believe it the duty ot } the 
National Government to take such steps as 
will create an American merchant marine. 
[Cieers.| My belief is that we are come to 
the time when this Nation should lok tothe 
future and step forward bravely and coura- 


geously. in now. lines of enterprise.
